BUSHNELL SPEAKER AT 
SHRINE LUNCHEON 


G PEAKING on the Home Front at the 
October Aleppo Shrine Luncheon, At- 
torney General Robert T. Bushnell criti- 
cized the state law which permits the 
Superior Court to stop the prosecution of 
any individual at the “whim, caprice or 
prejudice” of any single justice. 

Noble Bushnell’s theme was the need 
for holding the line of the democratic 
processes of government while the millions 
of service men and women are away. Dur- 
ing his address to the five hundred Nobles 
of Aleppo in the Ballroom of the Copley 
Plaza Hotel, Bushnell disclosed that the 
telephone tolls on one line operated by a 
Boston racketeer recently sent to state 
prison amounted to $10,000.00, while the 
service men and women stand in line wait- 
ing to use the already overcrowded toll 
lines to call their folks at home. Attorney 
Bushnell referred to Judge Adlow’s re- 
marks in the Boston Municipal Court 
September 24th, when the Judge asserted: 
“a few tough guys run this town, it’s a 
disgrace.” 

Among the many visiting Nobles intro- 
duced at this luncheon were: Noble 
Hontis Burt Jones, Photographers Mate, 
1/e of Al Malaikah Temple, Los Angeles, 
California, who recently spent fourteen 
months in the Pacific area and Australia 
and Noble Hedrick of Anah Temple, 
Bangor, Maine, who flew from Bangor to 
Boston for the express purpose of hearing 
Attorney General Bushnell.

THE WORLD'S OLDEST 
FREEMASONS 


AN article recently published in the 

“New Age” written by Mr. Harold V. 
B. Vorhis, a thirty-second degree Mason 
of Redbank, N. J., contains the names of 
the oldest Freemasons in the world. 


The first name on the list is that of 
Joseph D. Howe, who was made a Master 
Mason in North Star Lodge No. 6 of 
Lancaster, N. H., May 9, 1865. The sec- 
ond name on the list is that of George T. 
Benson who received his degrees in Mes- 
salonskee Lodge No. 113 of Oakland, 
Maine, March 6, 1866. The third name is 
that of Chandler G. Ellicott who is the 
father of Noble Evans Ellicott of Aleppo 
Temple. Brother Ellicott received his de- 
grees in Masonry October 17, 1866, in 
Medina Lodge No. 336, located in Medina, 
New York. 

The list was composed of the names of 
the thirty oldest Masons in the world, 
ending with Charles R. McLachlan who 
was made a Mason in Brome Lake Lodge 
No. 35, located in Knowlton, Quebec, 
Canada. 

The ages of all these Masons were not 
given but the names and ages of the five 
Masons who are over one hundred years 
were given with the dates of birth as fol- 
lows: Charles Rieckel, born October 27, 
1835; George T. Benson, April 17, 1841; 
Joseph D. Howe, September 17, 1841; 
Robert G. Summers, November 17, 1842, 
and Elisha Field, April 1, 1842.
